Miss Dorothy Brown Told by 
Wireless to Evade Cholera- 
Stricken Naples. 





Miss Dorothy Brown, daughter of W. 


C. Brown, 5261 Westminster place, is on 


the Hamburg-American Line Steamship 
Hamburg, which is due at Naples, 
Italy, next Sunday. Because of the 
cholera epidedmic there, her father has 
instructed her by wireless telegraph not 
to land at Naples, but to continue her 
trip to Genoa. If she finds the plague 
reported there, she is to return. with- 
out. landing to Gibraltar. - 

Miss Brown is one of a party P65 six 
seniors at Miss Bennett's school, Mill- 
brook, N. Y., who are on their way to 
spend three months studying art in 
Italy as part of their course. 

Brown communicated with Miss Ben- 
nett by long-distance telephone and 
was assured that she is keeping in 
close touch with her wards. At his 
suggestion, the wireless telegraph was 
employed to intercept Miss Brown and 
her companions before they reached 
Gibraltar and warn them away from 
Naples. Brown is treasurer of the 
Pioneer Cooperage Co, 

Reach Home From Naples. 

Miss Alma Fletcher, a teacher of the 
Emerson School, and Miss Vine Colby, 
secretary of the Publication Board at 
Washington University, left Naples on 
the White Line Steamship, Romanic, 
Sept. 13. Until that day the fact that 
a plague existed had been suppressed 
by the authorities. After they were 
on board they learned that 40 cases had 
been reported. 

They were not permitted to sand at 
the Azores by quarantine officials. At 
the New York quarantine all the steer- 
age passengers were examined. The 
young women reached St. Louis Tues- 
day.

The progarm of the convention after 
convening at 1 p. m., today, was the 
officers. the 
presentation of committee reports, 
adoption of a platform, and, finally 
nomination of a ticket. 

Herbert P. Bissell of Buffalo named 
for permanent chairman, in his speech 
will supplement that of Alton B. Park- 
er, the temporary chairman yesterday, 
in defining the issues. 

In view of the fact that Col. Roose- 
velt grabbed the Republican organiza- 
tion on the issue of direct nominations 
and then put a rather. vague. direct 
nominations plank in the platform, the 
position of the Democracy is interest- 
ing.

Six St. Louis society women in auto- 


mobiles are going about the city in 


search of employment. Many factory 


owners and managers of large mercan- 
tile concerns have gasped with surprise 
when stylishly dressed women stepped 
from a luxurious limousines and asked 
them for jobs. 

This wonderment was not allaved un-

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til in-each case the society woman ex- 
plained that she was not seeking a 
position fon herself, but for others less 
fortunately situated in life. 

The women volunteers are working to 
aid the Employment Bureau of the 
Young Women’s Christian Association. 
This bureau, under the direction of 
Mrs. Clara A. Coates, is designed to 
obtain work for members of the asso- 
ciation. 

Mrs. Ewing Hill Jr., chairman of the 
Y. W. C. A. board, and Mrs. Alby D. 
Mr. Carthy, are visiting the factories, 
Mrs. Philo S. Stevenson and Mrs. Ed- 
ward Preetorius are enlisting the aid 
of department stores “and wholesale 
houses, while Mrs. Thomas M. Meston 
and Mrs. Martha Hutchinson are mak- 
ing a tour of the office buildings. 


Preference for Y. W. C. A. Asked. 


Eighty factories already have been 
visited. At each place the- volunteer 
employment seekers. call the attention 
of the proprietors or the managers to 
the Y. W. C. A. Bureau and request 
that when vacancies occur the prefer- 
ence shall be given to young women 
recommended by the bureau. In this 
way several positions have been filled 
since the committee started on its 
rounds Wednesday. 

“Our object is to help working women 
whether they have money or not,”’ said 
Mrs. McCarthy. ‘‘We do not aid them 
in a charitable way, but in a business 
way, and enable them to get along in 
the world without being dependent on 
others.”’ 

The six women are keeping a record 
of the places they visit and a list of the 
vacancies. These are reported to the 
employment bureau. TIin several cases 
Thursday and Friday, young women 
were notified by telephone that places 
were awaiting them. 

Girls Invited to Apply. 

At only one,factory were the visitors 
treated discourteously. A department 
manager told them that he had no 
time to talk to them, but Mrs. McCar- 
thy later called up the superintendent 
and received a profuse apology and an 
invitation to visit the plant a second 
time.

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KRONE, DISCHARGED 
FROM LAW SCHOOL 
TELLS OF Flat 


Attacks Dean Corlis of Ben- 
ton College of Law in a 
Printed Statement. 











Senator Charles F. Krone is- 
sued Friday a printed statement setting 
forth the fact that he had been dis- 
charged from the faculty of the Benton 
College of Law, and stating his side of 
the differences which led to his re- 
moval by George L. Corlis, dean of the 
institution. 

Krone states in the circular that the 
control of the institution has been’ in 
the hands of Corlis and James A. Webb, 
the latter a brother-in-law of former 
Gov. Folk, 

Tells of a Fight. . 

John J. Raleigh, an insurance agent, is 
the third member of the Board of Cura- 
tors, Krone states, but “is and always 
has been a mere straw man.” 

Webb was one of the founders of the 
school, Krone states, ‘‘and took a goodly 
share of its profits,” until, quarreling 
recently with Corlis in the latter’s of- 
fice, he struck the dean with a chair. 

“The dean knocked Webb down,” says 
Krone, ‘‘and the cause of legal learning 
was once more vindicated. Webb, how- 
ever, compelled the dean to buy out his 
interest in the college.”’ 

“Earned Money Twice.” 

After some detail as to the financial 
relations of Corlis and Webb to the 
school, Krone gets down to his own 
case by stating that. he has each year 
earned his own pay twice, ‘‘first by lec- 
turing, and then by working as a col- 
lection agency. to obtain my money 
from the dean.”’ 

At the close of the last year, Krone 
says, $100 was due him. After several 
promises to pay, he says, he wrote to 
Corlis, Aug. 20 last, a letter which he 
reproduces. It beg-n: 

“Dear Sir—I hav. waited now all that 
I propose to wait for that check for 
$100."’ 

He went on to demand that, Inasmuch 
as back Salary was due to saveral of the 
lecturers, the dean reduce his own sal- 
ary, which, Krone says, was $5500 a 
year. 

In the letter Krone said that he had 
sent a copy to every member of the 
faculty. But, he states further on in the 
circular, “‘such was not the fact. My 
purpose was to impress the dean with 
the real situation. I wished to avoid 
arraying the faculty or myself against 
him until absolutely . necessary.’ 

Corlis then, Krone gtates, visited him 
with a check for $60, and promised the 
rest soon. He says he soon after saw 
Judge Wood, who told him he meant 
to quit the facuity after the present 
year, and that another lecturer, named 
Wright, had already quit. 

The $% balance due Krone was paid, 
he says, but he continued to demand a 
change in the manner of running the 
college. Later he took a suit against 
Corlis, filled by a graduate of the college, 
and Was soon afterward notified of his 
discharge from the faculty.

Reference to Their Cause at 
County Fair Causes Them to

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Sept. 30.— 
Theodore Roosevelt stopped here on his 


way from Saratoga .o New York and 
mingled with 30,000 visitors at the Duch- 
ess County fair. He addressed as many 
as could pack around a stand by the 
side of the racetrack. 

Among those waiting to get Col. 
Roosevelt's ear was a committee from 
a booth with a banner inscribed ‘‘Votes 
for Women.”

THOUGHT LORIMER 
VOTE MONEY WAS 
A CAMPAIGN FUND 


Representative Michael Link 
Admits That He Received 
Cash.

CHICAGO, Sept. 30.—State Repre- 
sentative Michael S. Link of Mitchell, 
Ill. who . received $1000, he says, 
after voting for William Lorimer for 
Senator and $900 from the so-called 
St. Louis “jack pot,” told the Sena- 
tcrial Investigation Committee today 
that when he received the money he 
thought it was for campaign ex- 
penses. 

Link, who is a large, rotund man, 
testified with occasional bursts of 
bluster, and in a loud voice. He was 
asked if he was surprised when 
I.ee O’Neil Browne asked him if he, a 
Democrat, could vote for Lorimer, 

‘We'll pass that question,’’ 
Link, bluntly. The senators of the com- 
mittee looked at him in surprise and 
disapproval, upon noticing which Link 
modified his answer: “‘I was either sur- 
prised or not surprised; that is my an- 
swer.”’ 

He testified that when Browne asked 
him if he could vote for Lorimer, he 
(Link) laughed and replied: “‘Lee, I’ve 
got it on you this time. I beat you to 
it. I’ve already promised Lorimer that 
I would vote for him.’’ 

Witness said that he had met Browne 
in St. Louis at the latter’s request, and 
Browne had handed him a package s42V- 
ing, ‘‘Here’s a package for you.’’ 
“T opened it,’’ continued Link, 
found $1000 in it.” 

“Did you ask what it was for?’ 
‘Wo, I just took it.’ 

Also Received #900. 
“What did you think it was for?” 
“For campaign expenses.” 

Similar testimony was given by 
Link regarding a package containing 
$900 which he said was given to him 
by State Representative Robert E. 
Wilson at St. Louis. He considered 
this as campaign money also. 

Link said he made up his mind to 
vote for Lorimer when the latter de- 
livered a speech in which he de- 
ciared that Illinois should not “go it 
alone” without Federal aid in con- 
structing a deep waterway from Lake 
Michigan to the Mississippi. 

Link insisted money had nothing 
to dq in influencing his vote. He de- 
nied Representative Clark had told 
him to keep quiet about his (Link’s) 
contemplated vote for Lorimer.

RED-HARRED BOY 
“STOLE TO LEARN 
BURGLARY TRADE 


His Apprenticeship Ended 
When He Broke Into the 
Thirteenth Place. 





GLAD HE WAS CAUGHT 


Business Was Risky and He 
Does Not Like It 
Anyway. 





The mocturnal adventures of the red- 
haired boy burglar, as recited by him- 
self, sound enough like fiction to find 
a place {mp a story book, but he relates 
them in a manner to leave no room se. 
doubt. 

In the past two months he has robbed 
12 stores. He Was captured as he was 
about to enter the thirteenth and when 
taken into custody he said he felt 
greatly relieved. He deciared he was 
not a burglar at heart and that he had 
taken to stealing merely as a means 
of livelihood, intending to give it«up as 
s00n as he could find honest employ- 
ment. 

His name is Joseph Riley and he will 
be 17 years old Saturday. Here is his 
own story: 

““How did I become a burglar? I just 
picked it up. I never read any books 
about criminals and I never went to 
any shows of any kind. The only book 
I ever read was one about a flag. 
just .don’t remember the title and I 
have forgotten the story. I don’t care 
for shows. Once in a while I go to a 
moving picture theater, but they do not 
interest me. Girls do not attract me 
end I never touched a drop of liquor 
in my life. But I smoke. You can tell 
that by the way my fingers are stained 
from cigarettes. 


Was Left an Orphan. 

“My father died when I was a baby 
and my mother died in 1904, when I 
was il years old. We lived in Red- 
lands, Cal., and I was in the fifth grade 
at school when I quit going. I sold 
newspapers before I came to St. Louis 
a@ year ago. ! 

“When I came here I got a job in a 
rooming house doing cheres. I did not 
werk at the first place very long and 
then I was out of a job for a couple o! 
weeks. I got two or three other jobs 
enc then I went to driving a wagon 
(wr the St. Louis Dairy Co. ‘° worked 
tlaere three days and earned $4 After I 
lost that job I walked the streets severs! 
days looking for employment, and I was 
preity hungry. One day I overheard a 
conversation between two men. One 
was telling the other how easy it was 
to steal. I thought I would try my 
sane at the game. 

“On the night of Aug. 19 I pulled off 
my first job. It was at Grant’s drug 
store om Olive street. I happened to be 
passing there and figuring out where } 
could steal something when I noticed 
the transom window above the front 
door was open. There was nothing but 


‘a wire screen to keep me from getting 


into the place, and I had a kuife in my 
pocket. 
Performs First Burglary. 

“After crawling through the transom I 
heard the clerk snoring behind the pre- 
scription counter and I was fright- 
ened. I removed my shoes and mopped 
my face with a new sponge. It was a 
hot night. 

“T was giad to fina there was no cash 
register in the store. The noise of open- 
ing it would have awakened the clerk. 
The money was in a drawer behind 
the counter. I took $17.50 and a lot of 
postage stamps. AS I was about to 
leave a policeman stopped in front of 
the place and began shaking the front 
door to see if it was locked. The clerk 
quit snoring and turned over on his cot. 
It later struck me as a funny situation, 
but not at that time. 

“I sneaked in behind a counter. It 
seemed to me as though the policeman 
rattled that door for an hour, but he 
did not think of looking up at the 
transom, He would have seen the 
screen had been cut away and then it 
would have been up with me. Finally 
he crossed the street and the clerk went 
back to sleep. I got over my first fright 


and went back to where the clerk lay’ 


and took $2 from his trousers. Again I 
started to leave, but the policeman was 
standing across the street and I couldn't 
get out without him seeing me. While 
I was waiting for him to go I wrote 
on one of the post cards in the store, 
“At 1:30 the po.fceman was standing 
across the streer.” and left it on the 
counter. 

“After that job, I went to Chicago 
and looked for honest work. tT 
couldn't find a job, so I came back. 
Near Hannibal, Mo., I saw an old 
“roman working ina field. I threw 
I guess a lot of pre- 
scriptions had to be: filled for that 
money, but the poor woman looked 
badly. 

“I would have gotten info a drug store 
at Page and West End only for a cit!- 
ten who stopped me and asked me for 
aniatch. Just as he was leaving, a po- 
Leeman waiked around the corner, and 
when he asked me what I was doing 
I told him I was waiting for a car. 
There's no car line there that I know 
of, but the policeman took my word. 

“A baby on the second floor began 
erying and the father got out of bed 
and began walking the floor while I 
Was in a@ grocery on Manchester ave- 
nue. I had two sacks of smoking to- 
bacco in my hand,-but the kid kind of 
took the spunk out of me and I left 
the stuff on the counter. I guess the 
proprietor wondered how it got out of 
the show case when he saw it the next 
morning.

FROM GULLIBLES 


Names of 40,000 Dupes on 
Books of Concern Raided 
in New York.

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—The Federal 


authorities say that George Graham 
Rice, whose real name is Jacob Simon 
Herzig, an ex-convict and manipulator 
of wildcat mining stocks, was the genius 
and backer of R. H. Scheftels & Co.’s 
brokerage house, with offices here and 
in other cities which were raided yester- 
day on warrants charging conspiracy 


to use the mails to defraud. These of- 
ficlals say the firm has taken more than 
$5,000,000 from the gullible investing pub- 
lic. 

Search for the remainder of the money 
taken from the public is being made by 
Federal agents. Jt was said today that 
Rice had expended large sums on a 
woman of fine appearance who is 
known in the higher circles of Manhat- 
tan’s midnight ‘ife. This “‘“‘woman of 
mystery,’ while not arrested, has dealt 
in Scheftels’ Nevada securities and 
knows of the reasons for the retirement 
of Nat Goodwin, the actor and hus- 
band of Edna Goodrich from his part- 
nership with Rice. Goodwin alowed 
hig name to be used in booming ‘‘Raw- 
hide Coalition,” one .of the Scheftels 
stocks. 

Rice Had the Brains. 

George Graham Rice, whom Govern- 
ment Agent Scarborough says is the 
brains of the concern, saw the throng, 
and made hurried inquiries, and learn- 
ing that there WAS a raid, jumped into 
his car and was whirled uptown to the 
residence of Mrs. Elizabeth or Bessie 
Lafell, who lives in luxurious apart- 
ments near Central Park West, 

itice was arrested later, and, accord- 
ing to Federal agents, will be held in 
prohibitive bail. 

“I freely admit I am a friend, rather 


+a pal, of George Graham Rice.,”’ said 


Mrs. Lafell to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“T am not in love with him, but 1 
know him to be a splendid fellow. 

“Il don’t care what anyone avers,” 
cried the woman, tears coming to her 
eves; “it is a shame to say I have 
received any of this money from him. 
I know that his wife, with whom he 
has been very unhappy, has received 
over $300,000 in stocks and bonds from 
him. He gave them of his own accord, 
lam sure. Anyone can search my bank 
accounts and they will find I have only 
a iittle money. 

Mrs. Lafell admitted #fMe had bought 
several of the Scheftels stocks, but only 
#s an investor. 

‘No matter what happens,” she con- 
tinued, “‘I’ll show George Graham Rice 
that a good friend.is worth while. What 
liitie I have I'll pawn to help him out 
of trouble. 

‘I wonder what Nat Goodwin is do- 
ing? I hear he.is in town. I wonder 
if he is helping his friend Rice. Good- 
win got out of the partnership with 
Rice because Edna Goodrich was afraid 
he might lose some money, as he had 
a lot.” : 

Bernard H. Sheftels, president of the 
firm here, hooked up with Rice, 
coming to New York and starting B. 
H. Sheftels & Co. In connection with 
these operations there was established 
the firm of N. C. Goodwin & Co. Nat 
Goodwin of this firm is the actor. He 
came out in page advertisements, boost- 
ing mining schemes in which he was 
interested. This ran along for about a 
year, when Goodwin severed his con- 
nection with Rice and issued a state- 
ment that he could not “stand for’ 
stock selling without any producing. 
Then the firm of B: H. Sheftels & Co. 
was incorporated, with a capital of 
$100,000. The treasurer was George 
Bowles, a racetrack tout, who was 
associated with Rice in his racetrack 
schemes. | 

Had 40,000 Dupes. 

They began a career of advertising 
that was unprecedented, their principal 
operations being in Ely Central and 
Rawhide Coalition. The Engineering 
and Mining Journal, at one time exposed 
the Ely Central as valueless. Rice start- 
ed a libel suit, which has not gone to 
trial. ; 

In the last few months the men be- 
hind B. H. Scheftels & Co. had on their 
books the names of more than 300,000 
speculators throughout the country, 
more than 40,000 of whom were active 
in the market through Scheftels all the 
time. 

Never did Scheftels suggest the sale 
of stocks for a down turp. There was 
method in this scheme, for the reason 
that in -buying, Scheftels would report 
purchases without having made any 
purebases and as these orders were ac- 
cepted on small margins and in stocks 
in which the firm had control of the 
market, Scheftels would go out on the 
curb among his own traders and run 
the stocks down to a price which ex- 
hausted the margin. 

George Graham Rice, or Herzig, is a 
son of one of the members of the firm 
of Herzig Bros. A year ago the father 
sent the son to Elmira Reformatory for 
stealing from him. Later Herzig be- 
came a follower of the race tracks and 
established the firm of Maxin & Gay. 
They sold tips en horse races, wh! 
were clearly fraudulent. This scheme 
Was stopped by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment and Herzig was sent to Sing Sing.

WINSLOW HOMER, PAINTER OF 
CIVIL WAR SCENES, IS DEAD 


Had Been Practically a Hermit 
in His Maine Studio for 


Several Years. 


PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 30.—Wins- 


low Homer, 74 years old, famous 
artist, died at his heme in Scarbor- 
ough, yesterday. He had been ill 
four weeks. 

Homer had been practically a her- 
mit in his studio for several years. 
He was born in Boston in 1836. 
He showed his talent when less than 
6 years old. He was :commissioned 
by a publisher to make sketches at 
“the inaugural of Lincoln and at the 
front. He crossed the Potomac with 
the first volunteers. He painted a 
series of popular army pictures. 
“Prisoners at the Front,” with others 
of like nature, were exhibited at the 
Paris salon of 1867. 

Homer took up his residence at 
the Scarborough studio in 1882. It 
was about this time that he turned to 
water colors. He was elected an as- 
sociate of the Academy of Design in 
1864 and an academician in 1865. He 
received gold medals at Chicago in 
1895 and at Paris in 1900. His more 
|notable works include: “Life Line,” 
(1884); “Eight Bells,” (1885); “Fog 
off the Banks,” (1886); “Undertow,” 
(1887), and “High Seas,” (1894.).

Discovery Is a Clever 
Counterfeit.

Warning Mark Is Break in 
Background Under MckKin- | 
ley’s Left Shoulder, - 











WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—One of the 
best counterfeit bills of recent years 
‘has been discovered by the secret 


‘service. The bill is such a fine speci- 
men of workmanship that Chief Wil- 
kie, in a warning sent broadcast, de- 
clares the bill will give the people a 
great deal of trouble, particularly on 
the Pacific Coast. He believes a bold 
and extensive counterfeiting attempt is 
under way. 

The bill is a counterfeit national 
bank note on the Pasadena National 
Bank of Pasadena, Cal. It is com- 
posed of two pieces of paper, a front 
and back stuck together with the 
silk fibers between. It has the. por- 
trait of President McKinley anc one 
of the marks which wil) identify it to 
the public is a bad break in the back- 
ground under McKinley's left should- 
er. The face of the note is a little 
lighter than the genuine. The etch- 
ing and rough work on the back are 
poorly done. 

It is of the series of 1908, bearing 
the check letter “F.” 

Today the same bill was discovered in 
New York, issued on the First National 
Bank of Williamsport, Pa. 

United States Dragnet Out. 

Chief Wilkie is convinced that all the 
bills are being made by the men and has 
rushed orders by telegraph to every 
secret service agent to spread the drag- 
nets. 

It was also discovered today that the 
bogus $10 bills on the Pasadena bank are 
being floated, representing two issues 
instead of one as first reported. 

The Williamsport counterfeit is of a 
higher perfection than those on the 
Pasadena bank, which were pronounced 
by the secret service men to be the best 
they had seen in recent years. 

The defects which marked the first 
one, such as the bad break under the 
left shoulder in the McKinley portrait, 
are absent in the notes discovered today.

“The average number of employes 
for the year, as reported by 1904 es- 
tablishments, was 51,633, of which 
number 48,147 were men, 2965 women 
and 521 children under 16 years of 
age. 

“The total amount of wages paid 
for the year was $31,338,827, ge 
an average annual earning for al 
employes of $607. 

“In comparing the average number 
of employes reported for 1908 with 
those reporting for 1909, we find 
that in 1908 56,378 employes were re- 
ported as the average number, whose 
total wages for the year were $30,- 
497,676, or an average of $6583.08. 

“While the number of establish- 

ments reporting in 1909 is larger 
than in the year 1908, the average 
number employed is somewhat less, 
owing to the fact that the monthly 
average has been determined by con- 
sidering the 12 months’ period, while 
in previous reports the actual time 
worked was considered. 
' “A further comparison with the 
tables for 1908 shows that of the 656,- 
878 employeg reported, 18.36 per cent 
received less than $9 per: week, while 
in 1909 17.61 per cent received less 
than that amount, The rest of the 
table shows a greater portion of the 
total number of employes receiving 
an increased weekly average.”

BROOKINS FIT T 
FLY BAGK AFTER 
TI2-MILE TRIP 


Aviator, Declares He Knew 
He Could Break Record and 
Win $10,000 Prize. 





HIS FINEST VOYAGE 


Says Scenery Was Beautiful 
and Thousands Watched 
Him From Fields. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Sept. 30.—Aviator 
Walter Brookins, who made this port 
after an air trip frem Chicago in 7 
hours and 12 minutes, rubbed the sore- 
ness out of his arms this morning and 
declared he was ready to fly back, if 
necessary. 

Brookins alighted gracefully in the 
Fair Grounds here at 4:27 p. m., after 
having sailed his Wright biplane 192% 
miles with two stops. They were at 
Gilman, Ill., 80 miles from Chicago, at 
11:30 a. m., and at Mount Pulaski, Il., 
186 miles from Chicago, at 3:20 p. m. 
The first stop was for water, oil and 
gasoline; the second for the same and 
because his pump had broken and the 
engine became hot. 

In both places throngs gathered to 
stare at the man who flew through the 
air.. Farmers, tradesmen and residents 
rushed from their fields, shops and 
homes to see what an aeroplane looked 
lixe at short range. 

Won a $10,000 Prize. 

Brookins, in his long trip, broke the 
American long-distance continued flight 
record and thereby won the $10,000 prize 
offered by the Chicago Record-Herald, 
Which conducted the flight. 

As Brookins swept up out of the field 
at Mount Pulaski, one of the small 
rubber-tired wheels on the machine was 
wrenched off. Brookins, not knowing of 


feet and, heading for _ Springfield, 
whirled away from sight, leaving the 
Tilinois Central aeroplane special train 
far behind. 

This was the second engine the avia- 


tor had left far ‘behind in a fair race. 


Engineer W. F. Burt, who made the 
first attempt to defeat the airman, 
had to give up at Clinton, Ill. Brookins 
reached the Fair Grounds eight minutes 
before the Illinois Central fast special 
train reached the station. He made the 
dip to alight at 4:27 p. m., 7 hours and 
12 minutes elapsing from the start in 
Chicago. The actual flying time was 
§ hours 44 minutes for the 192% miles, 
an average rate of 33 miles an hour. 


Hampered by Crowds, 

Brookins found difficulty in alighting 
because of the inadequate police pro- 
visions at the Fair Grounds, and al- 
syn he arrived over the grounds 
at 4:22, it was five minutes later be- 
fore he could land. 

ahe crowd surged about him, threat- 
ening to crush the curious bird-machine, 
until he made a personal appeal to get 
the throng back. 

‘When the Chicago crowd arrived at 
the grounds, nearly half an hour after 
the aviator, he said to the Chicago 
newspaper man who was his passenger 
of the day before and was the first to 
reach him: 

‘‘Where have you been all the time. I 
got here and have been waiting to 
lunch with you as I promised. Here 
you have kept me waiting half an 
hour.” é 

Could Repeat Perfomance. 

Asked about the flight, he said: 

“Why, it. was nothing only staying 
up, that’s all. It merely took tim? 
more than usual—and that’s about the 
only difference from a practice flight. 
I*knew I could make it. 

“It was one of the prettiest flights I 
ever made. The country between Chi- 
caco and Springfield is delightful. Ev- 
erywhere I was flying low enough—and 
I went as low as 300 feet several times - 
I ceuld see the people staring up at me 
from every acre, almost. There must 
have been 750,000 persons looking at me, 

“My arms are tired, of course, and 
it was a strain because I had to watch 
all the while; but I am good for the 
same thing right now, if necessary.”

[DISCUSSION OF SOCIAL EVIL 
IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS IS URGED 
BY PRESIDENT OF HARVARD 


Declares Policy of Silence Has 
Failed and Now Suggests Scien- 
) tific Teaching. 


By Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 30.—Lessons upon 
purity and the social evil should be 
taught in the public schools, according 
to a letter from Charles W. Eliot, presi- 
dent emeritus of Harvard University, 
and John D. Rockefeller Jr.,“which was 
read at a conference held here yesterday 
by members of the Illinois. Vigilance 
Committee and the Chicago Midnight 
Mission of the American Purity Fede- 
ration. The conference was for the pur- 
pose of meeting the members of the 
purity federation who have begun a 
30-days’ tour of the West and South 
and to exchange ideas regarding social 
problems. * 

At each stop of the delegation lec- 
tures will be given and literature dis- 
tributed. They go to Minenapolis, thence 
to Winnipeg, where they divide into two 
parties for work through Canada, join- 
ing again at Seattle. From there they 
will visit all the Pacific Coast cities 
and return by way of Houston, Tex., and 
Memphis, Tenn. 

In his letter Dr. Eliot said: 

“In my opinion the social evil end 
the diseases incident thereto ought! to 
be publicly discussed, so that feasible 
remedies may be decided upon and ap- 
plied. I am entirely convinced that the 
policy of silence upon these subjects 
has failed disastrously. Another sub- 
ject which ought to be publicly dis- 
cussed among teachers and parents is 
the addition to our school programs of 
instructions in normal reproduction in 
plants and animals.

BROOKINS’ FLIGHT. 

The aeroplane comes a step nearer to practi- 
cability as the result of Walter Brookins’ 
achievement in flying from Chicago to Spring- 
field. So accustomed have we become to the 
breaking of air records that the sense of proba- 
bility is growing more elastic and yet the num- 
ber of performances in which the aviator ven- 
tured for any considerable distance into the 
trackless air are comparatively few. Paulhan’s 
flight from London to Manchester, the cross- 
. country race won .by Le Blanc, Curtiss’ flight 
from Albany to New York, Hamilton’s New 
York-Philadelphia sail and that of the unfortu- 
nate Chavez over the Alps were the most no- 
ticeable for distance and difficulty. Except the 
latter none of these is entitled to rank with 
that of Brookins, who has set a new mark for 
distance and time limit. 

The point of interest is that he kept continu- 
ously at it. His stops were such as a locomo- 
tive makes for fuel and water. He faced un- 
known conditions. He ventured into new air 
fields. He encountered circumstances as they 
came. His one requirement was an open field 
for landing and starting. 

With this performance recorded there is new 
promise of the practicability of such a momen- 
tous achievement as a flight from St. Louis to 
New York for which tne Post-Dispatch and the 
‘ New York World have offered a prize of $30,000. 
In such a flight there would be final test of 
the aviator’s skill. Baldwin has shown us that 
bridges may, be flown under as well as over. 
Curtiss, Rolls, Bleriot and Harmon have long 
water flights to their credit. Chavez proved 
. that high mountains may be crossed. Others 
have met @nd overcome such obstacles as are 
‘ encountered in cross-country sails. Between 
‘ New York and St. Louis there'is nothing to be 
met that has not already been met. It is a 
‘matter of a dependable engine, a determined 
* man and physical endurance. It promises to 
be the next and the greatest performance in the 
air. ; :

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ANNULLING MARRIAGES. 

In St. Louis at this time there are two cases 
where parents have taken wives away from their 
husbands and openly assert that they intend to 
have the marriages annulled. In one case a 
Roman Catholic priest was called to the family 
council to advise and assist in the annulment. 
Considering the sanctity with which the Church 
of Rome is supposed to regard marriage, that is 
funny. 

We shall not undertake to. pronounce judg- 
ment upon the special characteristics of these 
two cases. Suffice it to say the objection of the 
parents to the marriages is declared mainly 
against the poverty of the husbands. There is 
no allegation of fraud or dishonor in either 
case. It is solely an affair of social prestige 
and coin against husbands who are said to have 
neither the one nor the other. 

That is the sort of thing that made the plots 
of some of the most heart-thrilling of old-time 
novels of European society. The haughty pa- 
rents would snatch the bride from the arms of 
the plebeian husband, and call in the powers 
of Church and State to annul the marriage. It 
is curious that this old European hauteur and 
pride of wealth should be revived in our time 
and country. But the world moves. We are 
getting along.

A recent voting contest of 
architects and architectural students gave this 
list: The Capitol and the Congressional Library 
in Washington; the Public Library and Trinity 
Church in Boston; Columbiq Library, Trinity 
Chureh, St. Patrick’s Cathedral, the City Hall 
and Madison Square Garden in New York and 
the Vanderbilt residence, Biltmore, in North 
Carolina.

I understand that the firemen will all receive a 
free library ticket and that the books will be 
furnished the various engine houses, ete., under 
Chief Swingley’s care. Does this also include the 
Salvage Corps employes? I think it should, as 
they certainly do as much good for the city as the 
firemen do. When the firemen make mistakes 
and go into oil-soaked cellars blazing furiously, 
it takes a Salvage Corps man to volunteer to drag 
them out after they have been overcome with the 
heavy gases and smoke. 

These Salvage Corps men work a great deal 
harder than any of the firemen do; they are out 
longer, that is, stay after the firemen, and in- 
variably get there first, and have to respond to 
a greater number of fires than the firemen do, 
because as I understand it, there are only three 
houses in St. Louis: 

Last fall when we had our centennial relebra- 
tion and showed off our fine fire department on 
Twelfth street, these brave Salvage Corps men, 
of whom we hear so little when it comes to prais- 
ing their good qualities, were all in their re- 
spective houses. I was up on Twelfth street that 
day, and when the Salvage Corps (not even one 
company) did not take part in the exhibition I 
was disgusted, because I have never seen a fire 
in my life where the Salvage Corps were not on 
the scene.

Peccary and Razorback. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I am led to protest against the statement of the 
author of the paper on the peccary in your Sun- 
day’s issue, in which he sets forth the theory that 
the razorback hog of the South is a descendant 
of the peccary. AS tp the two genera, they are 
radically different in dentition, osteology and di- 
gestive system, and the Southern pig shows no 
difference from the usual porker, except in that 
variety known as the “mule foot” hog, where ths 
two central toes have their hoofs fused. The 
razorback shows no sign of the very marked 
and peculiar gland situated on the rump of the 
peceary, nor does he tend to have only three toes 
on the rear foot, as the peccary always shows. 

There is no need to resort to any startling 
hypotheses to account for the peculiarities of the 
razorback, since he is simply the persistent, un- 
improved type of porker which was brought to 
America by the early Spanish. That these pigs 
were travelers may be shown by the fact that De 
Soto drove a herd of them from Florida to New 
Madrid, Mo., thence west well out into Oklahoma 
and back to the mouth of the Arkansas, where 
some of them were left amohg the Indians. Since 
the early English settlers of the South found such 
hogs among the Choctaws and Chickasas, it is 
not improbable that these pigs were obtained from 
this source. Besides this, it is well known that 
the higher grade of hogs will soon degenerate 
to something like the razorback pig if left to run 
wild, outside of the constant influence of artificial 
selection. Natural selection and unhindered re- 
version tend toward speed and activity in the wild 
hog. In the ordinary encyclopedia may be found 
the statement that peccaries and pigs will not in- 
terbreed.

has transformed bewilderingly the en- 
tire field with which economic legis- 
lation must deal. It is not merely that 
Wwe are approaching ‘‘the problems of 
old societies and crowded countries.’’ 
fLhese problems havé taken on for us 
new aspects, aspects hardly known else- 
where, and a truly American vastness 
of range. We can and should profit by 
a close study of European and Asiatic 
experience. The way we are at last 
coming to study that experience ig per- 
haps the most convincing, as it is the 
most natural, manifestation of our 
changing temper. But the guidance 
we can get from rhe older countries, 
however valuable, is limited. There 
are things we must work out for our- 
sel‘'res—in which we must ourselves be 
guides and pioneers; for the new indus- 
try, the new ways in business and fi- 
nalice, are much farther advanced with 
us, and much more firmly established, 
than with the older peoples.

Most of the sales will probably range 
from $75 to $80, according to condition 
and quality. 

Illinois is the home of the aristocratic 
broom with the varnished and fancy 
striped handle. The higher grades are 
nanufactured in this State, the annual 
»utput reaching 20,000,000. Oklahoma pro- 
duce~ 26,000,000 brooms each year, but 
they are the kitchen grades. Those for 
the parlor come from Illinois. 


Vacuum Causes F'ear. 
Friends of the broom are somewhat 


apprehensive about the encroachment 
of the vacuum cleaners and fear that 
the air-suction contrivance will affect 
‘the broom industry as seriously as the 
automobiles have affected the horse and 
carriage trade. Up to the present time, 
with the high cost of the vacuum ifin- 
vention, the trade in brooms has not 
been perceptibly affected. 

Kansas is now making some preten- 
sions toward becoming a broomcorn 
state, but pays more attention to the 
manufacture of whisk brooms. Indiana 
raises some broomcorn and boasts of 
some mammoth | factories for broom- 
making. Dlinois, however holds the 
front rank, as the soil here is peculiar- 
ly adapted to the successful growing of 
the corn. For nearly fifty years, IIli- 
nois has enjoyed this unique distinction, 
and the hustling states farter west 
| have been unable to wrest the title 
away from the Sucker State.
